Trustee Hofferkamp stated the Fire Department would like to schedule a softball tournament with local fire departments in the 

near future. 

 

STREETS, ALLEYS, SIDEWALKS & STORM SEWERS (Patrick Gettleman):   Trustee Gettleman made a motion to pass 

Ordinance # 2022-06, ordinance regarding amending Chapter 285, Article IV, imposing vehicle weight limits for alleys within 

the Village’s corporate limits.  Trustee Brennan seconded the motion.  All ayes, motion carried. 

 

Trustee Gettleman inquired about the status of the fuel expense research.  He stated he has looked into fleet cards.  He stated the 

company will reduce the bill by the amount of our Village fuel tax.  Options will be looked at regarding our fuel supplier. 

 

Trustee Gettleman mentioned that at the last board meeting he stated IDOT was not communicating with us regarding our Ann 

Rutledge and Main Street project.  He stated he has received word that IDOT is now communicating with our engineers.
